Dr. Albert F. Blakesleo, genet- 


icist of the Carnegie Institution of 
Washington's laboratory at Woods 
ole, Mass., told members of the 
academy that he can change tho 
number of them at will in plants 
with a chemical called cojchiclne. 


By simply spraying the plants, 


or dipping them Into a solution 
of the chemical tho number of 
chromosomes 
In 
thousands 
of 


cells is doubled and tho plants 
become entirely different In appear- 
ance and behavior. Fruits and veg- 
etables arc made larger and bet- 
tor. 


Now forms of plants never seen 


In nature have been created by 
this method, Dr. Blakesleo declar- 
ed. New kinds of vegetables, flow- 


ers and fruits can and will be 
created, he added. 


This method 
apparently 
has 


been nature's method of evolution 
for 
centuries, the 
Carnegie In- 


stitute scientist said, but now man 
can Improve on nature. 


Whether tho same method can 


be used on tho chromosomes of 
animals, Including man, is not yot 
known since it has not been tried. 
However, these threads of 
life, 


each of which carries many genes, 
or inheritance factors, arc similar 
in all plants and animals and the 
method may prove workable, pos- 
sibly even to the extent of creat- 
ing new an Improve forms of an- 
imals, geneticists familiar with Pr. 
Blakeslee's work say.

FARM LEGISLATION IS ENTERED 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Oct. 23.— 
>—A plea for adequate consider- 
ation of cottonseed in any general 
legislative farm program develop- 
ed today from a six-state confer- 
ence of 100 national and Southern 
leaders in cotton production, pro- 
cessing and by- products manu- 
facturing.

South" and for tho prosperity of 
the nation at large, repeal of all 
laws discriminating against use of 
American-grown vegetable oils. 
It approved the purchase by the 
federal government of cottonseed

This three-point program was 
drawn up at least as a stop-gap

SALEjUIEFEATED 


DESPERATE EFFORT SLASH 


EXPENDITURES FAILED 


BY SINGLE VOTE 


AUSTIN, Oct. 22.—VP)— 


The senate today knocked 
out of a general tax bill a 
proposal for taxing and le- 
galizing sale of liquor by 
the drink where authorized 
by local option. The vote to 
kill the liquor section was 
17 to 13. 


The action was highly Import- 
ant 
because it involved possibly 
not only the fate of legalized li- 
quor drlnK sales, for which an 
element long has been 
fighting, 
but also a tax bill at thla ses- 
sion. 


The house recently passed 
separate bill legalizing such sales 
and the senate yet could act on 
this measure. 
However, strategy 


of the "wets" had been to attach 
the proposal to a tax bill in hope 
of 
winning 
additional support 
from 
legislators 
favoring 
addi- 
tional revenue. 


Moreover, the possibility loomed 
that some adherents of the liquor 
amendment might oppose taxes if 
the provision was stricken out.

JAPAN AND THE 


PHILIPPINES 


In all this recent alarm 


about Japan, hardly any- 
thing has been said about 
the Philippines. Our gov- 
ernment has maintained a 
deep silence regarding any 
possible connection between 
the Philippine problem and 
the Japanese problem. Yet 
with Japan reaching out so 
ruthlessly for new territory 
and trade and raw materi- 
als, it is hardly believable 
that she is not looking out 
of the corner of her eye be- 
yond China to those rich 
tropical islands. Repeated 
declarations at Tokyo that 
Japan is not interested in 
them may be regarded as 
merely diplomatic. 


The Philippines seem, in 


a way, curiously loose on 
the world, although Uncle 
Sam still has a string tied 
to them. Their independence 
was arranged for in 1934, 
with a ten years' probation- 
ary period. They are now 
virtually self-governing, and 
our government has been 
preparing to pull out, in 
good faith, leaving them to 
their own resources in 1944. 
This has been partly a sen- 
timental gesture on 
our 


part, and largely a conces- 
sion to American interests 
objecting to Philippine com- 
petition. 


But as the time draws 


near, the Filipinos them 
selves seem to regard their 
destiny with less enthusism 
They fear the loss of their 
trade with this country, on 
which their prosperity has 
mainly depended.

James Roosevelt's designation as 
a coordinator for independent 
federal agencies was viewed by 
some observers today as a prelim- 
inary step in the presidents sug-

He said the indicators would 


detect gas at its lower
